behind the wheel of a 1970s-era Chrysler 
for a simple driving scene and thinking: 
“This is crazy! What am I doing? I'll 
never be able to pull this off.” Thankfully 
he overcame his initial qualms and 
embraced his role as Gotham’s moral 
compass, which he’ll need to be in order 
to solve the show’s central mystery of 
who killed young Wayne's parents. It’s a 
case Gordon’s brutally pragmatic part- 
ner Harvey Bullock (Donal Logue) would 
rather ignore. “I embody what you have 
to do psychologically to survive decades 
in this environment,” Logue says of his 
character. (Although Bullock is well- 
known to readers of DC Comics, he 
didn’t make the cut for the famous big- 
screen versions from Tim Burton or 
Christopher Nolan.) Their suspects 
include Fish Mooney (Jada Pinkett 
Smith), a Gotham original who disciplines 
her underlings with a baseball bat. “I 
wanted to create this mix of a very 
theatrical [person], kind of a gutter 
chick,” says Pinkett Smith. Also keep an 
eye on Mooney’s abused lackey Oswald 
Cobblepot (Robin Lord Taylor), who’s 
destined to become the Penguin (and 
remember what penguins eat?). The 
Gotham pilot has Cobblepot holding his 
future-trademark umbrella to protect 
Mooney from the rain and murdering a 
fisherman for his tuna sandwich. “When 
you're a kid playing Batman with your 
friends, nobody wants to be the Pen- 
guin,” admits Taylor, who wears a subtle 
prosthetic on his nose for the role. “But 
then you get older. As an actor, it’s the

best character ever—his story is fasci- 
nating.” To bring the world of Gotham 
City to life, Fox and the series’ studio, 
Warner Bros., tapped The Mentalist and 
Rome creator Bruno Heller, who then 
teamed with director Danny Cannon 
(CSI). Their inspiration is New York in 
the 1970s, and they reference films such 
as Serpico and The Warriors. “This is a 
corrupt, brutal, edgy, scary, sexy, and 
glamorous place,” Heller says. Even so, 
don’t expect to figure out the show’s 
exact time period. There’s ’40s architec- 
ture, ’70s fashion, 90s phones and com- 
puters. One thing you won’t see? 
Batman himself—and that makes 
Gotham a little tricky to sell for Fox, 
which is pairing the series with last 
year’s breakout hit Sleepy Hollow on 
Monday nights this fall. “When people 
say, ‘It’s a Batman show,’ I say, ‘It’s a 
Bruce Wayne show; it’s a Gordon show; 
it’s the world,” Heller says. “Most sto- 
ries that people tell don’t have Batman 
in them—you’ve just got to make the 
story you tell as compelling as it can be.” 
Fair enough, but maybe Gordon could 
at least get a utility belt?

The Killing Season

MAY’S THE TIME for TV goodbyes, and not just 
because the broadcast networks are airing all their 
finales. It’s also when they cancel their low-rated 
shows to make way for new ones announced this 
week at the annual New York advertiser upfronts— 
and there was no shortage of dry timber ready to 
get the ax this spring. In a single week, 23 shows 
were yanked to make room for series such as 
Gotham at Fox, Constantine at NBC, Marvel’s Agent 
Carter at ABC, and CST and NCIS spin-offs (natch) 
at CBS this fall. Some cancellations were blissfully 
welcome (Fox’s Dads; NBC’s Dracula; ABC’s 
Mixology; CBS’ Friends With Better Lives and Bad 
Teacher; The CW’s Star-Crossed), but a few brought 
real regret, like NBC’s fatal blow to Community 
after five critically beloved seasons. 

Even Surviving Jack (which was averaging 4.9 mil- 
lion viewers) with the terrific Christopher Meloni 
deserved a chance to survive— 
but then Fox needed a stronger 
crop of knee-slappers to relaunch 
its Sunday comedy block, which 
will now contain two live-action 
sitcoms. So much for Animation 
Domination: Stewie Griffin will 
have the colorful Andy Samberg 
(Brooklyn Nine-Nine) and come- 
dian John Mulaney (Mulaney) 
flanking his series Family Guy, an 
attempt by Fox to revisit its roots, 
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when real people like Peg and Al Bundy, not cartoon 
characters, entertained the kids at home. Moving 
Brooklyn Nine-Nine—and chopping the cute but 
forgettable Enlisted—also frees up Fox’s Tuesdays 
so it can debut the reality show Utopia, on which 
contestants try to build the perfect society. 

The move echoes one made by NBC for the 
fall, when it will pretty much cede comedies to 
CBS on Thursdays: The Peacock’s two new half 
hours for the night—Bad Judge, starring Private 
Practice’s Kate Walsh, and A to Z, a romantic 
comedy that stars Mad Men’s Ben Feldman and 
How I Met Your Mother’s Cristin Milioti—will be 
sandwiched between The Biggest Loser and the 
final season of Parenthood. (The Blacklist, mean- 
while, will take over the comedies’ Thursday slot 
starting in February.) The only night left for 
sitcoms on NBC is Tuesdays, where the network 
will take a similar approach by 
bookending the new sitcom 
Marry Me and the returning 
About a Boy between The Voice 
and Chicago Fire. NBC Enter- 
tainment president Jennifer 
Salke insists that “comedy is 
very important to the network.” 
Just ask Leslie Knope: She'll be 
back for Parks and Recreation’s 
seventh and final season—but 
not until 2015.

WHEN CONVICTED MURDERER Bernie 
ueyW(ey xm = Tiede—the real-life inspiration for Richard 
UMW OOM Linklater’s 2012 film Bernie, starring Jack 
Black and Shirley MacLaine—walked out of 
prison on May 6 after almost 17 years behind bars, there were 
strict conditions: He had to post a $10,000 bond, maintain 
employment, and...move into an apartment on Linklater’s prop- 
erty in Austin? “What people hear is that the judge ordered 
Bernie to live with me, like now we’re The Odd Couple or some- 
thing,” says Linklater with a laugh. “I have a garage apartment 
and I let friends and family stay there. Bernie is a friend. He’s 
getting [back] on his feet. To me, it’s not a big deal.” 

In 1999, Tiede received a life sentence for killing his 81-year- 
old companion, Marjorie Nugent. But after Bernie brought the 
case back into the public eye, new lawyers joined his quest to be 
released. Both Tiede’s lawyers and the district attorney, Danny 
Buck Davidson, agreed that Nugent’s murder was a crime of 
passion—rather than a premeditated 
one—and they asked a judge for a 
lighter sentence. (His lawyers also dis- _ pichard 
covered that Tiede, now 55, had beena ___ Linklater 
victim of sexual abuse when he was 
younger.) Linklater is quick to deflect 
credit for springing Tiede and praises 
Tiede’s lawyers and Davidson instead. 
He also points out that there are plenty 
of folks behind bars who don’t deserve 
to be. “There’s a lot of people who didn’t 
have much money and got crappy law- 
yers,” says the director. “Most guys 
don’t have a movie made about them.”

How a beautiful indie movie unleashed an ugly battle 


over who gets the credit 


THIS PAST WEEKEND, $500,000 worth of 
moviegoers flocked to see Belle, a well-reviewed 
costume drama about a biracial woman raised in 
18th-century British aristocracy, featuring a 
standout performance by Gugu Mbatha-Raw. 
Everyone involved in the film should be thrilled, 
but behind the scenes, outrage is building around 
whether the director of the movie, Amma Asante, 
should also be recognized as its screenwriter. 

In January 2018, the Writers Guild of America 
ruled that sole writing credit on the film would 
go to Misan Sagay. Publicly, no one with direct 
knowledge of the ruling has spoken out against 
that decision, but according to information 
obtained by EW, Asante wrote 18 script drafts 
before she started directing the film—this after 
Sagay wrote several early versions. A source 
says that the production planned to submit both 
Asante and Sagay as co-writers, but Sagay was 
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only interested in a solo credit. (The WGA, 
Sagay, and Fox Searchlight declined to com- 
ment on these claims.) Once she declined to 
share, that source says producer Damian Jones 
proposed to the WGA that Sagay should receive 
a “Story by...” credit while Asante would get a 
“Screenplay by...” credit. The WGA ruled solely 
in favor of Sagay, a decision that vexed Jones 
(who also wouldn’t comment) and prompted 
Asante to appeal. (She lost again.) Actor Tom 
Wilkinson told the Daily Mail last year, “I only 
saw and worked from a script by Amma. It’s 
outrageous that her work has not been recog- 
nized.” When asked about Sagay in a recent 
chat on EW’s SiriusXM channel, Asante said, 
“We never met. By the time the project came to 
me in 2009, Damian was very much looking for 
a director and a storyteller who could imprint 
their own vision.” —NICOLE SPERLING

It’s summertime! And once again, female-centric movies are hard 
to find. When will my daughter get a superhero of her own? 


ELL, MY THIRSTY 
lady friends, it looks 
like another desert of 
a summer for us as 
big boys/machines/ 
mutants/ninja turtles 
battle to save or destroy the world at 
the multiplex. Who will win these 
predictable battles? Not us. 

What’s so maddening about this 
relentless drought of female-centric 
stories is not just the alienating lousiness 
of it but also the fact that it’s such bad 
business. I have money to spend at the 
movies. My book club already has a date 
to see The Fault in Our Stars (the most 
liked trailer in YouTube history), just as 
we did for The Hunger Games: Catching 
Fire (the No. 1 movie of 2013). I 
took my daughter to see Frozen 
(the animated film with the high- 
est international grosses ever) 
five times in the theater. She 
can’t “Let It Go” because there’s 
nowhere else for her to turn. 

The summer’s two kid-friendly 
flicks, Planes: Fire and Rescue 
and How to Train Your Dragon 
2, may turn out to be fine films, 
but neither is going to offer my 
child a role model on whom 
she can hang her fantasy life. 
Which means there will be no 
escape from hordes of Elsas 
swathed in clingy iridescent 
blue come Halloween. (Inciden- 
tally, my daughter dressed up as 
Wonder Woman last year, though 
of course she had to rely on my 
word that there was no one 


cooler in the world, because what has 
Hollywood ever shown her?) 

Listen, I love a good comic-book movie. 
The Dark Knight Rises was my favorite 
film of 2012. But is it any wonder there’s 
rarely anything invigorating for women 
to do in these films when the male- 
produced source material is from an era 
when they weren’t allowed to do much? 
At heart, today’s Gwen Stacy is still the 
damsel in distress whose fate represents 
the cost of Spider-Man’s heroic burden. 
In the trailer for the new live-action Teen- 
age Mutant Ninja Turtles film, Megan Fox 
gets one look at the reptiles and...faints. 

It’s enough to drive you to drink. Of 
the 100-plus films coming in the next 
three months, only six are female-driven 


(despite the fact that women have 
been the majority of moviegoers for 
five straight years). So look out for the 
rare oases. Rose Byrne is at the top of 
her game in Neighbors. SNL vet Jenny 
Slate stars in the lone female-directed 
and -written comedy, Obvious Child 
(June 6). The indomitable Melissa 
McCarthy stars in and co-wrote Tammy 
(July 2). Scarlett Johansson—who 
deserves her own Black Widow movie, 
thank you very much—has superpowers 
in Luc Besson’s Lucy (Aug. 8), though let’s 
hope she’s asked more about that on her 
promotional tour than about how she 
plans to get her body back after baby. 

And once we get through the long 
summer, we can drink in the breath- 
takingly powerful Tracks 
(Sept. 19), which stars Mia 
Wasikowska and likely cost the 
amount of one action sequence 
in Transformers 4. Based on 
Robyn Davidson’s best-selling 
memoir, the movie tells the story 
of a woman who confronts her 
loneliness by going on a 1,700-mile 
solo trek across Australia.

Eastbound & Down on tour all the time. 
McBRIDE | might have illegally downloaded 
your first album, but I’ve paid for all of them 
since then. Your new one, Turn Blue, was 
announced via a tweet by Mike Tyson. Who 
approached him? 

AUERBACH We had just let him use a 
couple of songs for a documentary. He 


actually called to thank us and said, “If I 
can ever return the favor, let me know.” 
McBRIDE Do you guys feel social media is 
useful to you? 

CARNEY It’s useful if you want to have 
Mike Tyson post something. But I’ll wake 
up and check my Twitter sometimes and 
some dude in Arkansas just wakes up and 
is like, “You know what I should do? The 
drummer from the Black Keys, I should 
just let him know he sucks.” That’s what 
it is. You have this instant access to just 
tell people to f--- themselves. 

McBRIDE I've never gotten into it. I’m afraid 
to, and | think it’s for that reason—giving 
a--holes access to you. 

CARNEY Well, whoever writes the Kenny 
Powers Twitter account, it’s pretty funny. 
McBRIDE He's not associated with the show. 
He just started doing it on his own. We 
thought the whole time it was HBO, and they 
thought it was us. It wasn’t until two years in,

McBRIDE Was there ever any pushback 
from your families about you guys wanting 
to be musicians?

AUERBACH My parents were always 
supportive of me playing music, but they 
didn’t want me just f---ing around. They 
said, “You can drop out of college, but 
you've got to do it for real, you’ve got to 
work on it.” My dad would make me go 
down to busk on the street and make me 
go up on stages and play. I wouldn’t have 
done it without them, to be honest. 
Because I’m not naturally comfortable 
on stage. Those first few gigs were pretty 
rough, especially playing, like, a sports 
bar in Canton, Ohio, where no one gives 
as--- who you are. That’s just brutal. 
McBRIDE How about you, Patrick? 

CARNEY My dad was always supportive. 
But I think he was freaked out when I 
decided to drop out of college. 

McBRIDE You guys were in high school 
together, right? Did you drop out at the 
same time? 

CARNEY Yeah, Dan dropped out a semester 
before me. I was working at a burger 
place as a cook, and my dad and grand- 
father came in. My grandfather has a 
Ph.D. in chemical engineering—I don’t 
even know what chemistry is. I came out 
of the kitchen and told them while they 
were eating, “I’m going to drop out of 
school to play music.” My grandfather 
was totally cool with it. My dad was like, 
“Patrick, you can’t.” And as he was talk- 
ing, my grandfather was like, “Give it a 
year and see what happens.” 

AUERBACH We sent out 12 demos. We’d 
never played a show before. And we got 
a record deal. 

McBRIDE Off of your demo? 

AUERBACH This guy Patrick Boissel, a 
French guy who lives in Los Angeles, 
was like, “Send me 11 songs, I'll put out 
your record.” And we did it. We did a 
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couple of awful tours, and then it got 
reviewed in Rolling Stone and this band 
called Sleater-Kinney took us out on 
tour. They introduced us to Beck, and 
Beck took us out on tour, and then Beck 
introduced us to Radiohead, and they 
took us on tour. It literally hasn’t stopped 
since we put out that demo. 

CARNEY That first record, [Boissel] 
didn’t give us any money to make it. He 
only had a $350 promo budget that he 
used to put an ad in the back of Magnet 
magazine. And he told us, “If you guys 


sell 5,000 records, I’ll throw you the 
biggest party you’ve ever been to. 
There’ll be strippers there, man!” The 
record has sold 220,000 copies now. 
And no party. 

McBRIDE | was able to start working with 
guys that | grew up with as well. It’s pretty 


crazy to take this journey with people that 
you've known since you were younger. 
AUERBACH We don’t know any other way. 
I mean, I’ve never toured in a band other 
than the Black Keys. People always ask, 
“What's it like, being in a two-piece?” ’m 
like, “I don’t know.” I don’t know what it’s 
like being in any other band. 

McBRIDE Do you guys have any crazy f---in’ 
rituals to help you get into the zone? 
AUERBACH When we mace the first record, 
we just drank coffee nonstop. And then 
my roommate’s girlfriend washed the 
coffeemaker with, like, 308 or whatever, 
that surface cleaner. [Laughs] Our ritual 
backfired. I think we both got ulcers. 
McBRIDE You guys turned down a mayo com- 
mercial back in the day. You were like, “No 
way, no bueno.” But since then, you're one of 
the most consistently coveted bands for ads.

CARNEY That’s not true anymore. We 
sued, like, three companies, and their ad 
agencies, and their jingle houses, for 
doing soundalikes. And basically have 
been blacklisted because of it. 

McBRIDE Really? 

CARNEY Yeah, there was this one song 
which sounded exactly like our song 
“Howlin’ for You.” I started getting these 
messages on my Twitter account like 
“You sellout piece of s---, you put this 
song in this f---ing ad!” We weren’t going 
to do anything, but it kept getting worse. 
Another ad came out that sounded 
like “Gold on the Ceiling,” and then 
another ad came out that sounded 
like “Lonely Boy.” We basically sued, 
like, two or three of the biggest ad 
agencies. And we are now c--kblocked. 
Legally c--kblocked. 
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McBRIDE Where do you guys keep your 
Grammys? 

CARNEY Have you seen that show Pawn 
Stars? They have all mine. 

AUERBACH What do you do with all your 
awards? 

McBRIDE I’ve never won any awards. I’m 
asking just in case there’s a day when | do 
win an award, Ill know where to store it. 
CARNEY You put it on a shelf, usually. 
AUERBACH Yeah, you put it on a shelf, sort 
of display it. But you’ve got to put it on an 
out-of-the-way shelf. You pretend you 
don’t really care about it. But it’s there. 
McBRIDE So people can say, “Oh, there's a 
Grammy!” 

AUERBACH Yeah, they see it and you’re 
like, “Oh, yeah, whatever.” 

CARNEY I’ve got a room with about 
30 photos of Dan and I—mostly of me, 
though—and my Grammys in a semi- 
circle with a crystal. 

McBRIDE Oh, that’s perfect. 

CARNEY | have candles burning 24 hours. 
That’s my centering room. I make my 
wife go in there daily, for hours. 
McBRIDE In the studio, how do you know 
when a song or an album is done? 
AUERBACH We try to get a song done a 
day, maybe two days tops. Every time 
we've spent more than a couple of days 
on a song, it just ends up sucking. 
CARNEY It usually comes down to the 
label saying, “You have to have the 
recording to us by this particular date.” 
We always wait till the last minute to 
finish it. 

McBRIDE In TV and movies, you have the 
studio give you notes on what you're doing. 
Have you guys never gotten notes at all? 
CARNEY We’ve never had an AGR guy. We 
tend to not listen to the label. We'll listen 
to them when it comes to, like, when to 
put [a record] out, things like that. 
AUERBACH We let them pick singles. We 
don’t really listen to the radio. We’re not 
qualified to pick a single.

Maybe 
because it’s a three-letter word 
and not a four-letter word? | think 
we got banned in a few places 
because of that. We were very 
raw and minimalist then. Simulta- 
neously, the advent of synthesiz- 
ers came into play, and all the little 
gadgetry and rhythm machines. 
CHRIS STEIN It was such a big 
deal just to get the damn synthe- 
sizer to sync with the rhythm 
machine. Now 8-year-olds are 
doing that stuff on GarageBand. 
HARRY It took us three to five 
days just to get that track! | was 
always frustrated by the analog. 
It was so labor-intensive, that 
whole process. Your ideas 
sometimes sort of slide away 

or become less clear. 


HARRY Some of it is autobio- 
graphical. We started jamming 
on it ina rehearsal studio, and 
the lyric just popped into my head. 
“Drive past your house” and all 
that came a little later, but “One 
way or another” was such a good 
hook line. That was one of those 
magic moments where things 
really happen quickly. It happened 
with “X Offender,” though it was 
called “Sex Offender” then—and 
“Call Me,” too.

STEIN “Dreaming’ is pretty 

much a cop of [ABBA’s] “Dancing 
Queen.” | don’t know if that was 
where we started, or if it ended up 
just happening to sound like that.

STEIN And around that time we 
met Funky 4 and Cold Crush and 
Grandmaster Flash, all those guys. 
That’s how | ended up working on 
[the iconic 1983 hip-hop movie]

Unfortunately, Gareth Edwards’ Godzilla 
feels like two movies Scotch-taped together. In 
one, Bryan Cranston plays a nuclear engineer 
with a tragic past who’s racing to expose the 
truth about a series of seismic anomalies, 
Aaron Taylor-Johnson is his estranged soldier 
son, and Ken Watanabe and Sally Hawkins are 
a pair of exposition-spouting scientists trying 
to keep straight faces while talking about 
electromagnetic pulses and humankind’s 
hubris. In the other, mammoth CG beasts 
knock the snot out of one another. Only one 
of these movies is any good. Thankfully, it’s 
the monster one. 

Edwards, whose only previous film is 2010’s 
low-budget Monsters, has been given a quick call- 
up to the majors with the reported $160 million 
Godzilla. He doesn’t seem too interested in his 
actors—they’re more plodding than their 
reptilian costars and you don’t care about a 
single one of them—but Edwards does know 
how to fashion some serious monster may- 
hem. Taking a cue from Jaws, he wisely delays 
Godzilla’s appearance, building suspense. In 
movies like these, it’s all about the slow tease 
and the big reveal. As an appetizer, though, he 
gives us “MUTOs” (massive unidentified 
terrestrial organisms)—a male and female 
duo of giant, Giger-esque creatures with 
sleek pincer jaws that resemble humongous 
staple removers. The MUTOs, who arrive on 
the scene after leveling a Japanese nuclear 
reactor, care about two things: feeding on the 
radiation that created them and mating with 
each other in...San Francisco of all places. 
Tony Bennett would be proud. 

When Godzilla first lumbers on screen to 
hunt the MUTOs and “restore balance,” he 
feels both nostalgically familiar and excitingly 
new. As big as a Sheraton and with a shriek 
that rumbles your insides, he appears beefier 
and meaner than you remember. But looks can 
be deceiving. Godzilla is humanity’s only hope 
for destroying the MUTOs. Or as Watanabe’s 
Dr. Serizawa says, “Let them fight!” And fight 
they do, in an epic clash that turns the Bay 
Area into rubble. Unlike last year’s disappoint- 
ing Pacific Rim, Godzilla actually shows us its 
monsters without a scrim of rain and a cloak 
of darkness. And the thrill of the film is getting 
the chance to fetishize their sheer size and 
physicality as they rip through power lines and 
demolish buildings with their lashing tails. In 
its handful of moments like these, Godzilla 
almost makes you feel like a kid again. B=

True Detective—post-procedural crime-time 
policiers depicting Law as an annoying impedi- 
ment to Order and Justice as an utterly sub- 
jective concept. In other words, it’s kinda like 
The Shield (showrunner Scott Rosenbaum’s 
other cop drama), but not nearly as good. 
Ryan Lopez (Ramon Rodriguez, an effective 
synthesis of sensitivity and steel) embodies 
the worldview of Gang Related in intriguing 
fashion. He’s an undercover cop—except he’s 
working for the felonious familia who raised 
him. Yet Ryan isn’t wholly corrupt. His appeal- 
ing complexity is such that he’s committed to 
protecting both his family and the public—and 
he actually expects the former to understand. 
Clan Acosta initially comes off as a pack of 
weak-sauce Corleones. Javier (Cliff Curtis) is 
the Don; Carlos (Rey Gallegos) is the hot- 
headed Sonny; Daniel (Jay Hernandez) is the 
legitimacy-seeking Michael. Ryan, then, would 
be Tom Hagen, the orphan raised to do their 
legal dirty work. But after four episodes, I 
either began suffering from Stockholm 
syndrome or sincerely began caring for them. 
Ditto Ryan’s cop family, distinguished by 
race, which the show utilizes more to make 
story—i.e., chase after gangs of various 
stripes—than to make its characters more

interesting. RZA fares better than most at 
bringing some personality to his Black Gangs 
Specialist.

Rosenbaum works to get the details right, 
such as the proper way to remove a syringe 
when a junkie stabs you with it, but the show 
is all neat research and solid performances in 
search of better writing and plotlines.

FTER KING TUT’S death, the 
world waited more than 3,000 
years to see the hidden glories 
of his tomb.

SNL is, to me, the pinnacle of TV. That’s 
the show I grew up watching.

AYBE YOU shouldn’t 
read this review. Phyllis 
Rose wouldn’t want 
you to. A National Book 
Award finalist and Vir- 
ginia Woolf biographer, 
she starts The Shelf: 
Adventures in Extreme 
Reading by lamenting that too many people choose what to 
read by listening to critics, rather than discovering worthy 
books on their own. So, attempting what she calls “extreme 
reading”—she largely means noncanonical exploration, 
though it’s fun to imagine her kayaking over a waterfall 
with Jane Eyre in hand—she chose a library shelf at random, 
fiction authors filed under LEQ-LES, and began searching 
for greatness. Sadly, the novels themselves, which include 
a political tale from an Afrikaans writer, a California 
detective mystery, and the original, nonmusical The 
Phantom of the Opera, are mostly what you’d expect: good, 
not great, books that don’t really merit a place alongside 
the classics—though Rose’s determination to enjoy them 
is nothing short of heroic. She dislikes one 19th-century 
Russian novel so much that she reads it multiple times, 
just to figure out why, then ends up loving it. But her obser- 
vations about how we read in 2014 are deeply engrossing, 
especially when she delves into the somewhat arbitrary 
(and, she argues, often inherently sexist) process of how 
books get selected for the canon in the first place.

The Art and Alchemy of 
Literary Translations 


It’sajob with way more grunt work than glory, butacadre of 
polyglots and passionate readers devote their professional lives 
to converting foreign-language books into English. Eventhough 
translators are rarely acknowledged on the cover, their presence 
on the page cannot beignored. —Nina TERRERO 


International authors are more impor- 
tant than ever in the American market- 
place—this summer alone we'll see 
hotly anticipated releases from Japan’s 
Haruki Murakami and Switzerland’s 
Joél Dicker. (Penguin paid major bucks 
for the American rights to Dicker’s 
novel The Truth About the Harry Quebert 
Affair, its biggest deal in history.) But 
to enjoy these books without borders, 
readers rely on the skill and artistry of 
literary translators, who are charged 
with re-creating the emotional and 
cultural nuances of foreign titles. It’s 
a painstaking task—neither glamorous 
nor lucrative—but without translators, 
we'd never be able to experience the 


genius of, say, Gabriel Garcia Marquez’s 
One Hundred Years of Solitude. “I was 
happy to make his books accessible to 
people,” says Gregory Rabassa, who 
translated that seminal work (now 
back on many readers’ lists following 
the author’s death last month). The 
92-year-old Rabassa, who has won 
nearly every literary prize for his trans- 
lations, calls the process instinctive: 
“T absorb the thought and it comes out.” 

One hundred pages can take a 
translator a solid month of seven-hour 
workdays. And, adds Natasha 
Wimmer—who translated Chilean 
novelist Roberto Bolafio’s biggest hits, 
The Savage Detectives and 2666—“it’s 


a pretty solitary occupation.” So why 
get into the business? It’s obviously 
not for the fame (translators gener- 
ally aren’t named on the cover) or the 
big paycheck (some earn around $150 
per 1,000 words, and they seldom 
share in royalties). “Most translators 
are people who love books and get 
their start through the back door,” 
says Wimmer, who was working in 
publishing when she volunteered to 
do her first translation. 

These days, translators who spe- 
cialize in Spanish, French, Japanese, 
Chinese, and Nordic languages are 
particularly sought after. On occasion, 
an author will ask to work with a 
specific person, as Murakami did 
with Philip Gabriel—his collaborator 
for more than 25 years—for Colorless 
Tsukuru Tazaki and His Years of 
Pilgrimage. “He trusts [Gabriel] to 
interpret fully and freely,” says Lexy 
Bloom, a senior editor specializing 
in international literature at Knopf 
Doubleday Publishing Group. 

Of course, translations can go very 
wrong, as was the case with the much- 
derided (though widely read) English 
version of Swedish author Stieg Lars- 
son’s The Girl With the Dragon Tattoo, 
which was translated by Steven Murray. 
(He says his work was reedited by 
British publisher Quercus to include 
“mistakes.” In protest, he asked to be 
credited using a pseudonym. He tells 
EW, “You don’t want that on your 
résumé.”) Still, Murray, who has 
worked on more than 30 titles, says 
it’s an honor to be “bringing these 
books to the American public.... That’s 
our biggest [measure of] success.”

A little bit Colonel Kurtz and a little bit 
John Wayne, Aaron Gwyn’s enigmatic 
Special Forces captain Carson Wynne is a 
legend among soldiers. When a young 
ranger’s foolhardy attempt to rescue a 
horse from a firefight lands him in Wynne’s 
company—training even more horses for 
an off-the-books mission in the hills of 
Afghanistan—he discovers that the cap- 
tain lives up to his larger-than-life persona. 
But as the operation progresses, the cow- 
boy charisma starts to wear thin, and the 
captain and his murky personal motiva- 
tions begin to more closely resemble Heart 
of Darkness than heart of Dixie. 

A hard-eyed depiction of modern 
warfare leavened slightly by its Western 
spirit, Gwyn’s novel is rich in equestrian 
and military detail. (Occasionally too rich,

Sailing aficionado Barrie focuses 
on the instantly recognizable but 
largely inscrutable navigational 
gadget and its role in globe- 
altering sea voyages over the 
past three centuries. The Oxford- 
educated author interweaves his 
own ripping account of an Atlantic crossing when 
he was 19 with historical stories of seamen such as 
James Cook and Beagle captain Robert FitzRoy— 
with his polite prose favoring the mariners’ 
acumen over their hot-tempered reputations. (The 
Bounty’s oft-bad-mouthed Captain Bligh gets his 
propers for surviving 4,000 miles of open ocean 
without charts.) But beneath the book’s calm 
surface churns a melancholic message about how 
the comfort of technology—symbolized by the 
sextant’s almighty antagonist, GPS—has turned 
our gaze away from the stars. A= —Joe McGovern 
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as certain paragraphs read like they may 
have been taken out of a stable hand’s 
guidebook.) The story trots around 
slightly too long before it finally picks up 
into a gallop, but once it does, the pace is 
breakneck and it’d take wild horses to 
pull you away. B+

We Cannot See is a vignette 
of breathless foreboding as 
World War Il casts a shadow 
over the lives of two children: 
a blind French girl and an 
orphaned German boy. Marie- 
Laure imagines herself an adventurer like those 
in her treasured braille copy of Jules Verne’s 
classic Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the 
Sea. Werner sees the world in radio waves and 
faraway melodies. As Werner gets sucked 

into the Hitler Youth, Marie-Laure joins the 
Resistance in occupied Brittany, but their paths 
cross fatefully during the burning of Saint- 
Malo. Doerr’s not-to-be-missed tale is a 
testament to the buoyancy of our dreams, 
carrying us into the light through the darkest 
nights.
